Close political observers of the more 
than nonchalant kind know about the 
election, because it's all over television 
already, even with the voting still about 
four months away. 

The common folk should look at 
those television commercials carefully 
and with a good bit of interest. | mean 
those commercials telling of the 
wonderful qualities of those guys who 
want to be governor—mainty William 
Fitzgerald, Patrick ‘ McCollough, William 
Ralls anid Zoaiton Ferency, who are the 
principle Damocrats jousti ng for the 
candidate’s toga. Even keep an eye on 
any commercials for Republican stan- 
dard-bearer, Gov. William G. Milliken. 
The reason the common folk should 


taka not 
take note of the commercials is that the 


common fotk are paying for them. 

The Detroit News story estimated that 
about $700,000 or so will be spent on 
television commercials before the Au- 
gust primary by the four Democratic 
candidates, and that Gov. Milliken will 
come through with ancther $200,000 or 
so for Republican-type television spots- 
despite the fact that he’s the only 
Renublican running for governor. 

“It's basically very simple,” one of the 
campaign officials told The News. “All 
the gubernatorial candidates are un- 
knowns. The winner will be the one 


who comes up with the most bucks and 
the most television.”

If it seems as if candidates are

probably true. And the worst part is that 
it’s your tax dollars that make all this 
possible.

so-called Single Business Tax as one of 
the worst pieces of legislation in several 
years —tax doilars help pay for guberna- 
torial campaigning. 

Each candidate for governor who 
raises more than $50,000 in private 
contributions can receive state funding 
up to a maximum of $660,000. A similar 
law is also in effect in presidential 
elections; that’s where Michigan got the 
idea. 


The theory is goody-two-shoes in 
concept: If a candidate for top state 
office can have access to financing in a 
good, clean way, then he-she won't be 
subject to undue pressures from 
individuals and private sources (such as 
unions, business, and-or other special 
interest groups), and therefore once 
elected, will be able to operate good, 
Clean government. In addition, even the 
numbiesi of potential governors (such 
as a Zolion Ferency, for example) by 
this public-interest funding 
be able to offer his-her talents and 
sérvices to the public. 

Personally, | think the first reason is 
naive, and the second is mare sa. 


in other words (in case it isn't clear so 
far), | don’t favor public funding of 
campaigns. And you can also bet the 
Legislature soon will be considering 
ways to extend the principle—and the 
tax dollars—to other campaign areas- 
such as legisiative campaigning, for 
example. 

“Political advertising is just like any 
viher advertising,” one campaigner told 
The Detroit News. “We're an electronic 
society. TV advertising is a part of that. 
I's a form of enterlainment. There 
might be 20 commercials plugging 20

Postmaster Jim Baker has 
announced that Clerk/Carrier 
exams will be qiven before 
August 14.

An- 
nually, this represents a $13,604 
starting salary for a full-time 
employee that increases to 
$16,189 in eight years.

postal jobs.” Postmaster Baker 
Said.
